This category’ edmprises 
1,330,000 inen, and raises the French atmy 
on a war establishment to the respectable 
figure. of 3,753,164 men. If. these men 
have not an equal value, and cannot all bo 
considered as soldiers, yot France could 
place in the field 1,500,000 men who have 
served for more than four years, 600,000 
men who have served from six ta twelve 
months, and 400,000 inan who have been 
called out for annual. training of from 
thirteen’ to twenty-vight days, It is well 
for military reformers and economists to 
bear theso figures in mind.

. NATIVE POSTAL FACILITIES, 
To the Editor of the * Cus Man.’ 
ee Hongkong, March 20. 

Daan Sin,—I am sorry to see ina Colony 
like Hongkong that no ateps have boon 
taken to encuurago the Chinese to make 
uso of the colonial Post Oillce for the tran- 
sit of thoir lettors to the various Treaty 
Ports and foreign countries, to which so 
many Chineso emigrants now resort.. Thero 
are acores of native post offices in this Colony 
which collect Chineso letters. for al! parts, 
and undertake to deliver them for a feo, 
which, in the case of Cunton at lonst,‘ is 
highor than the regalax postal charge for 
a stamp. F at 5 io 

Lhave-tricd the native couriers and for- 
warded letters from Hongkong to Canton 
for thirty cash ; that is equul to three conta 
or fifty por cent. more than tho Goyorn- 
ment charges for forwarding a letter. 

It strikes me vory forcibly tliat ‘there is 
agocd reason for this. And that is, first, 
tha weight of an. ordinary. Chinese letter, 
perhaps, gonorally exceeds the regulation 
weight, half an ounco, and thus requires 
a double fee, that is four cents. Now this 
may appear to be a matter of slight or no 
importince, but tho Chinese are spt to 
think that if foreigners can sond a. letter. 
for two cents they onght to be entitled to 
tho samo privilege, instead. of which, they 
aro forced to pay ‘double. charges. 
The next thing is that it is possible that the 
cousnlar officials at Canton have not mado 
any arrangement for delivering Chineso 
letters, althaugh such letters inay have paid 
the proper amount of postage, and as auch 
ought to: be dolivered to the address. 
Surely our postal authorities ought to be 
eyunl to tho'task of accommodating the Chi- 
nese residents of this Colony in postal 
mattora. Tho Chinese, who so vastly out- 
number the Huropeans or Foreigners, ought 
to ho able to enjoy all the privileges 
of a British colonial system of Govern- 
nient. They pay taxes, and as such are 
entitled to our cousiderition in such 
mattera as postal privileges and other 
privileges that. might he casily extonded to 
them, at little “expense te vurselves. 
The postal department contd easily increase 
ita staff, and take the necessary steps to 
cause the tiative letters to be dolivored to 
their varions addresses, within tho limits of 
the Treaty Ports, in China, the length and 
breadth of our numerous Colonies and other 
parts of the world, where Chineso vaually 
congregate. This is a most important matter 
from another point of viow, and that is that 
the incronge uf revonte that the Colonial-Gu- 
vernment is likely to derive from sucha atop, 
is likely to Hea any extra expense 
made, by additions increase of the postal 
staff. It would actually pay the Colonial 
Government to havea special Chinese Post- 
master and regular staff of assistants, entire- 
ly deyoted to Chincse postal matters, thus 
avoiding any clash with the prescfit system 
agit is. We havo about ono ‘hundred and 
fifty thousand Chinese residents in this 
Colony, perhapseven two hundred thousand, 
but there are over a million Chineso living 
abroad whose letters would asauredly pass 
throngh tho Post if it was found capable of 
delivering the letters, It is useless telling 
all the Chineso to learn English, so as to 
address their letters in that language. It 
is by far cnsicr for the Government to 
employ a few well-paid Chinese . post- 
masters, in each of our colonies, than to 
expect all tho Chineso to address their 
letters in English, 

This might be one of the subjects for con- 
sideration during tho present session.of the 
Colonial Legislature,” It is well worth all 
the attention the Government oan give it. 
Chinese merchants aro practical people, who 
are quick at avniling themselves of advant- 
ages open to them, or at arlopting expedi- 
ents to answer their purpose, when dobar- 
red the uso of existing ones.
